One of the sure ways of creating bad faith and suspicion 
and breeding certain failure in any kind of negotiation is to begin 
bv imputing bad faith and crooked itent and inferring hypocrisy 
and worse on the part of one or all of the parties interested. This 
is a canker that will blight the very roots. 
For some time the New' York World has rendered valuable 
service to the cause of disarmament, 
bt supported the Borah 
amendment and insisted that a conference be called. 
Hardly had the President acted, and the formal statement of 
the American State Department had no more than bein received 
in London, Paris, Rome, Tokio and Pekin, when the World began I 
sneering, snarling and criticizing. The ostensible reason for this 
curious action on the part of an avowed friend of disarmament 
is the President’s inclusion of the situation in the Pacific and in 
the Far East as subjects that may be discussed. White there is a 
genera! agreement that these subjects are interwoven with dis­ 
armament, the World became convinced, overnight, that all is 
lost if they are brought in. 
Or is it because of these things that the World is sure that 
the conference will fail? Suspicion grows that the World might 
have preferred to see the President wait a while longer before 
acting. 
The inactivity of the Administration on disarmament 
was making a beautiful target. 
Poison gas attacks directed against the movement cornel 
w'ith queer grace from any friend, any genuine friend, of disarma­ 
ment. 
There will be criticism and attacks in plenty from the 
avowed enemies of limitation. So much wTas foreseen. Its secret 
enemies are legion and will be active to the end. The surprising 
thing is that one of its sworn friend*? should turn —turn suddenly 
and upon reason of doubtful and unproved value.—Public Ledger.
